Incident Occurs

GRAZ, Austria RJF) — One Bel­ 
gian airman was killed and two I 
were injured today when their Sa 
bena Airlines transport plane was 
attacked in flight by an unidenti 
fled plane. 
An official announcement of the 
Rtcident was made by the British 
embassy in Vienna, after the plane 
Had landed here. 
The attack on the Belgian plane 
was made near the Austro-Yugo- 
slav frontier. 
Austrian officials at the Graz 
airport where the crippled plane 
landed said the surviving crew men 
described the attacking plane as 
“ an old type” 
Soviet-built MIG 
fighter. 
Unconfirmed press reports said 
the attacking plane was marked 
with a Red Star and attacked the 
oalgian plane from the direction of 
Communist Hungary. 
Makes Emergency Landing 
The Russians 
are believed to 
have some 200 older type MIG 
fighters based in their zone of Aus­ 
tria and the Soviets have .supplied 
MIGS to the Hungarian air force 
The British announcement said 
a fourth member of the crew, an 
Englishman, was uninjured. 
After the attach tne crippled 
plane altered course and made an 
emergency landing at the Graz air­ 
field, in the British zone of Austria. 
Officials said the attack appar­ 
ently occurred over Maribor, Yugo 
slavia, about six miles south of the 
Austrian border and about 25 miles 
from Communist Hungary. 
Names of the deau and injured 
were being withheld pending fur­ 
ther investigation and notification 
of next of kin, the embassy said. 
Report Three Planes Attacked 
British sources said they had “no 
information whatsoever” on uncon­ 
firmed reports circulating in Aus­ 
tria that the plane which landed 
here was one of three Belgian 
planes attacked. 
These unconfirmed reports 'aid 
the three Belgian planes had taken 
off together from Munich for the 
flight to Yugoslavia and that all 
three had come under attack. 
“As far as we know,” a British 
spokesman said, “only one Belgian 
aircraft was involved.” 
In Munich, Sabena airlines of 
ficials said that two chartered Sa 
bena air freight planes took off 
from Munich this morning en route 
to Yugoslavia. They said they had 
received indirect reports of the at 
tack but did not know whether one 
or both planes had been involved.

The governor said if the present 
formula for dividing state aid re­

A Swedish Bap 
list leader asked today whether 
"a big Baptist country” like the 
United States can afford a “ cer­ 
tain amount” of split and tension 
The leader, 
Joel Sorenson 
of 
Stockholm, did not answer his own 
question, but added that the B ap­ 
tist cause in some countries “ is 
disgraced and crippled by a lack 
of sense of belonging together in a 
national and world com munity.” 
Sorenson, who is youth secretary 
of the Baptist World Alliance, told 
the Southern 
Baptist Convention

by reason or by doctrines,” he 
told some 25,000 m em bers of the 
church, hut by “ our common love 
for and loyalty to Christ.”

His 
wife and two children plan to join 
him in Japan 
They have been 
living in the Fiji Islands during 
his stay in Korea. 
Mrs Scherrer is the daughter of 
a British engineer stationed in the 
Fiji islands. She and Col Scherrer 
were married in 1944 flying to New 
Zealand for the wedding ceremony. 
Col. Scherrer has had a dis 
tinguished and interesting career 
in the Army. 
He has won the 
D.S.C., the Purple Heart with 
three Oak Leaf clusters anet the 
Bronze Star. The Purple Heart 
and two clusters were for injur­ 
ies suffered in the Pacific Th va 
ter of War during World War ll 
and the other cluster for an in 
jury received in Europe*, also in 
War ll. 
Scherrer worked with Gen Mac­ 
Arthur during the island hopping 
days of the Pacific war and did 
reconnaissance on the New Geor­ 
gia 
islands 
so successfully 
that 
three American divisions landed 
on the island without opposition 
.from the enemy. 
He was later reassigned to Eu­ 
rope and 
spearheaded 
the push 
into Germany by Gen George Pat 
ton’s tanks. 
He was a guide for 
Gen Eisenhower when “ Ike” made 
an inspection tour of the First Bat­ 
talion, 2nd Cavalry 
regiment in 
Germany late in 1951.

of the first state bank and was 
used from 1824 to 1836. The fourth 
statehouse was erected in 1836 and 
is still standing. 
It was in this 
building 
that Abraham 
Lincoln 
served as one of Sangamon coun­ 
ty’s representatives in the State 
Legislature. 
DIXON SPRINGS STATE PARK 
is located in the .southern portion of 
the state on State Routes 145 and 
146 in Pope county between Vienna 
and Golconda 
The park has a 
number of medicinal springs and 
was formerly a health resort. Lo­ 
cated in the rugged area along the 
southern slope of the Illinois Ozarks 
in the area in which the park has 
been developed once served as the 
site of the first cam p of 4 H clubs 
in the nation.
